The startling announcement made in the 
POST-DISPATCH yesterday that the State 
officers had suddenly and mysteriously dis- 
covered that the State has three notes for 
$100,000 each and with interest amounting to 
nearly three-quarters of a million of dollars, 
and which notes will be outlawed after Friday 
of this week unless suit is begun, caused 
& very great sensation in business 
political and railroad circles generally. That 
such things should lay around loose, or be 
covered up by the dust of several years in a 
State office, was something ofa surprise. Not 
any more so, however, than that the State 
officers should suddenly be awakened to a 
knowledge bya mysterious ‘‘tip’’ from the 
outsi de. 

The relation of the history of the matter in 
the POST-DISPATCH of yesterday was very 
much in detail, and leaves little to be learned 
except as to the action of theGoveruor and 
Attorney-General. And just what that will be 
can only be surmised. Thereis a reasonably 
well-grounded beliefthat a trap has been set 
for somebody, but who is it, and who set it? 
These are the questions which the public feels 
on interest in having answered. 

IF IT IS A TRAP 

set to lure the State into a suit which might 
resultin making the State add to the losses it 
incurred years ago when it expen ded $25, 000,- 
000 in railroad aid, it will not be one which the 
people will enjoy falling into. Neither will 
they appreciate having the State used to 
further political ambitions, or to forward per- 
sonal interests. Ifthe State canre cover the large 
amount of money claimed to be due it from 
the old South Pacific Railroad Co., the people 
would like to see the actlod pushed. If there 


is even a ray of hope of securing it, without 
falling into such traps as are suggested, they 
would like to see action begun. The only 
thing that is certain, however, is that the 
State has in its possession three unpaid notes 
for $100,000 each, that they bear Interest at the 
cent per annum since 
that it has never re- 
any of this interest. it 
is not even certain that the notes are not al- 
ready outlawed under the statutes of limita- 
tlons. The Frisco people claim that they 
are. The State officiais have information that 
they do not expire until Friday. 
Under these circumstances a great deal of

THE OLD STATE AID. 

In the general statement of the case, the 
provisions of granting State aid, in the early 
days of railroading in the State, are of interest 
and importance. As a condition precedent to 
the delivery of Stata bonds to any railroad 
company, a certificate of acceptance, attested 
by the corporate seal and the signature of the 
president of tbe company, was required. 
This certificate, filed with the Secretary 
of State, became a mortgage 0 the 
people of Missour! upon every part and 
section of the road and its appurtenances, to 
secure the payment of the bonds. Evidence 
had also to be furnished that no prior lien or 
incumbrance existed. The earlier acts pro- 
vided for the delivery of $50,000 in bonds on 
proof that the company had expended 350, 000 
of its own money, represented by stock, and

each on the same proof. In 1855this was modi- 
fled so bonds to twice the amount of money 
proved to have been expended could be 


| delivered, and later other modifications were

WATCHED IN WALL STREET. 


The Union Pacific’s Operations—American 
Ticket Brokers’ Association, 


By Telegraph tothe POsSt-DISPratTcn. 

NEW Ton. Jan. 28.—The WORLD to-day 
says: The officials of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road are being watched in Wallstreet with a 
great deal of intérest just now. When the 
WORLD announced the deal between the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railroad Co,, which is 
controlled by the Vanderbiits and the Union, 
Pecific Co., by which the two lines were to 
be operated practically as one line, and the 
subsequent deal between the Union Pacific 
andthe Chicago & Alton for a close traffic 
agreement, it was predicted at the same time 


that in the near future the Union Pacific would 

robably obtain an independent line tothe 

acific Ocean. The Union Pacific has always 
been shut off at Ogden, its weatern terminus, 
where it connects with the Central Pacific, 
which is owned by C. P. Huntington and with 
which it bas an arrangement which is very un- 
satisfactory. The Union Pacitic already owns 
a road running from its main line to a place 
in Utah, called Frisco, and from this ppint 
they have determined to push on n a south- 
westerly direction to a point in Nevada, 
called Vioche, and they have let out the con- 
tracts for the construction of this 
extension. By continuing in the same direc- 
tlon they can strike the Atiantic & Pacific at 
Barstow orcan reach Mojave, where the At- 
lantic & Pacific connects with the Southern 
Pacific. The Southern Pacific, however, is 
also owned by C. P. Huntington. The an- 
nounceiment was repeated in Wall street yes- 
terday as coming from Charles Francis Adams, 
that the Union Pacitic had joined hands with 
the Atlantic & Pacific to build an independent 
line. The AWantic & Pacific ds owned 
one-half by the Atcheson, Topeka & Santa 
Fe, and one-baif by the St. Louls & San 
Francisco, the latter line being controlled by 
the Seligmans, who bought out the interest of 
Mr. Huntington and Mr. Gould in the Atlantic 
and Pacific.

Meyers huppened along and 
stole the outfit dropping it in the alley when 
he saw me in pursuit. 

Meyers was seen in his cell at the holdover, 
where he was awaiting transportaiion to the 
Work-house. Ille said: ‘‘That story was 
straight goods, every word of it. My wife 
was Mollie Meyers, and she died at the City 
Hospital on January 24. She had been sick 
aboutten days. Yon see, they got this execu- 
tion against me abontthree months ago for 
idling and I was fined $100. I told Judge Cady 
that I wonld get out of town and he gave me 
hours. Iwent that nightto my uncle’s farm 
near Springfiela, Mo., and worked until 
ten days ago. Before leaving I rented 
a room at No. 3 South Eighth street, and put 
my wife in it until I would be allowed to come 
back. I gota tele:ram from one of the neigh- 
bors that my wife was pretty sick, so Il came 
home. My wife was pretty sick when I got 
here and got worse all the time. About 10 
o’ciock last Thursday some of the neighbors 
told me I had better send her fo the City Hos- 
pital. Solwent up to the Dispensary to gee 
about it. At8Swo’clock that afternoon she Was 
removed, andI did not see her again until 
alter she died. She did not know me for 
twenty-four nours before she was taken 
away.’’ 

MEYERS SAID HE WAS MARRIED 

his wife about fifteen months ago In the 
church at the corner of Third and Soulard 
Streets. She was the daughter of John Me- 
Nally, a watchinan at the Work-house, who 
lived in the vieinity of Third and Convent 
streets. Meyers says he guesses his father-in- 
law bas the marriage license. Just before the 
reporter left he said: 

Lon goto the Coroner’s office and see if I 
am not telling you the truth. They held an 
inquest on my wife last Saturday morning at 
which I testified. I had made arrangements 
to bury the body at 2 o’clock this afternoon, 
and had engaged an undertaker named 
Meyers, who keeps an establishment on Sev- 
enth street, near Rutger. I had nat paid him 
anything, but ber father said he would loan 
me the money.’’ 

An examination of the records of the case in 
the Coroner’s offiee showed that What Meyers 
had said was all true. An inquest was held at 
10:30 o’clock Saturday mornin in the 
case of Molile Meyers, alias Mollie Mack, 
alias McNally, who had died at the 
City Hospital tho previous day. 
Ihe post mortem examination showed 
that jaundice was the cause of death. The 
woman had been insensiblie from the time of 
her entrance to the time of her death. Meyers 
was present at the inquest, and testi- 
fied substantially the same as given in 
the interview with him printed above. 
Au @xamination of the records at the Morgue 
showed that the body of the deceased had not 
yet Peon removed from tue institution.

The Board of Public Improvements took a 
step this morning which will be gratifying to 
a large body of eitigens west of Lafayette 
Park. An ordinance wag drawn up by the 
board for the improvement ef Park avenue 
from Ohio avenue under the $10,000 appropria- 
tion made some time ago by the Assembly. 
The work has never been done because of 
the fact that heretofore the assessment on the 
property along the street was too low to war- 
rant the city’s doing the work, as the ezcess 
the elty would have to pay would more 
than the amount of the appronriation. 
Since the new assessment has been made the 
excess to be paid by the city will be less than 
$10,000, 80 that now the work ean be done. It 
will be remembered that some time ago the 
citizens and property owners on the street 
wanted the Peoplé’s Rallway temporary 
tracks there made permanent because they 
thought by that means to bring about a . 
struction of the street. The action of the 
board this morning straightens the whole 
matter out very nicely. 


Out After Jebs. 


The sprinkling contracts will be approved 
in the Council to-night, and them the work of 
preparing for the summer campaign will 
begin in earnest. Already the grand army. of 


applicants has begun to 28 and the 
siege of the offices having cantral of the ap- 
pointments has commenced. There are six- 
teen places and nabouta dosen applicants for 
each . one. The Mayor's office has 
been visited by a number of 
the Mayor’s friends, who ust want 
to have a word with him about a nice young 
man who would like to be an Inspector. The 
old gang has all returned to the City Hall and 
all of the old inspectors ure trying to get 
back. After the experience last summer they 
are all of the opinion that the work is ver 
nice. One of last year’s inspectors has spen 
most of his time since he was let out on De- 
cember 1, in the Mayor’s office. The appoint- 
ments will be made in time to allow the men 
to go to work about March 1b, 


Connell and House Meetings. 


The Council will meet to-night in regular 
session and will work on three important 
measures, the Central & Western Rallway, 
the Newstead Avenue Railway and the 90- 


cents gas bill. Thelatter has practicaliy been 
passed and will be put through the finishing 
formalities ta-enight. Among the bills to be 
reported by the committee there ls one which 
It raises the salary ofthe Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Council from 8100 per 
month to $125 per month. The bill is in a fair 
way of getting through the Counell, but will 
only get through the House on a compromise.

TOLD UNDER OATH. 


E. A. Drexler Confesses That He 
Swore Falsely to a War- 
rant Under Police 
Orders 


For the Purpose of Silencing a 
Man Suspected of Giving 
Away Lottery Infor- 
mation.

How the Police Officers Propose to Prose- 
ente Drexler on a Charge of Perjary— 
Either Police Officer Scully Instigated a 
Prosecution on False Testimony or the 
Witness Is a Perjurer—The Startling 
Revelations inthe Trial of George 8. 
Leonard, Who Was Supected of Furnish- 
ing Infer mation to the ‘‘Post-Dispatch’’ 
Cohcerning Lottery—Scully’s Orders to 
Be Mum. 


Either Policeman Scully is not a fit man to 
be a member of the force or Edward A. Drex- 
ler should be occupying a cell in the Peniten- 
tlary. Under oath, inthe Court of Criminal 
Correction yesterday afternoon Drexler swore 
to a statement which, if true, should cause 
Scully’s imwediate dismissal from the Police 
Department. “if he swore falsely, Drexler 
should be prosecuted for perjury and sent to 
the penitentiary. What he did swear to is at 
his own cost. He has nothing to gain thereby. 
His testimony, Which was so damaging to 
Officer Scully’s character, was given in the 
case of ex-Policeman George Leonard. Three 
warrants were issued December 17, 1589, 
against Leonard, the information charging 
him with keeping on hand lottery tickets for 
the purpose of sale. These informations 
were sworn to dy Edward A. Drexler, acigar 
dealer and former .ottery vender whose place 
of business is at 818 Pine street. The form of 
the warrants was as follows:

peace and dignity of the State.

question of who instlsated bim to bring the 
charges was a matter with which the court 
had nothing todo. The court merely wished 
to know whether be had purchased any tick- 
ets from the defendant, Leonard, as charged 
in the information. 

Drexier reiterated that he had not and he 
was excused from testifying further. 

Then a man named Lepson, who ts alleged 
to bea spotter for the Police Department, 
tookthe stand. He testified that he heard 
Leonard tell Drexler that he (Leonard) would 
— sell a lottery ticket if he got 81, 000 for so 

oing. 


LEONARD WAS THEN DISCHARGED 


onthe State's case. There were two other 
charges against him, but as the testimony was 
the same in all the cases they all took the 
same courre. 

Maward A. Drexler had testified under oath 
that Policeman beully had instigated him to 
ewear falsely to secure the conviction ofa 
man who was accused of being an enemy of 
the lottery men. 
™ Buch are the methods employed at the Four 
Courts to bring lottery mon to justice. Drex- 
ferss statement, made under oath on the wit- 
ness «tand yesterday. was made by him be- 
fore in the same court nearly a month ago,but 
at that time it was not made under oath. It 
was when the cases against Leonard were 
called up for the first time. 
on Monday, December

CONTINUANCES OF THE CASES. 

When the cases came up on January 20, 
which was last Monday, they were laid over 
until yesterday afternoon. Prosecuting At- 
torney Claiborne stated that the cases bad 
created so much ezeitement and talk that he 
was determined to have them go to trial to see 
what was lu them. Leonard took the second 
continuance on account of the absence of 
Chas. P. Johnson, his attorney. who was en- 

aged in the Probate CourtintheMullery case. 

. Johnson was still engaged in the same 
case when the charge against Leonard was 
called yesterday and Mr. Thomas Estep 
agreed to act in his stead and Leonard went to 
trial with result stated. 

After the disposition of the cases, Officers 
Scully and Danaher applied for warrants for 
perjury against Drexler. 

When Drexier made a statement in court 
on December 30 that Officer Scully had insti- 
gated him to bring the charge, a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter called at his place of business 
that afternoon and had aconversation with 
bim aboutthe case. Drexier then made the 
following statement of the matter: 

; DREXLER’S STATEMENT. 

„It was Officer Scully who made me bring 
those charges. He and Herman Bruner are at 
the bottom of it all, and now I see clearly how 
they were using me fora tool, though I did 
not know it when I got out the informations 
against Leonard. Scully and Bruner told me 
that Leonard and the Post- DISPATCH were re- 
sponsible for the whole fight on the lottery 
business here, and if it was not for them I 
could sell all the lottery tickets I liked. Scully 
came to me and said that the PosTt-DISPATCH 
was paying Leonard $2,000 to furnish it with 
information against the lottery men, and that 
I would have to get Leonard out of the way, 
and then the Tosr-Dis raren could get no 
information, and the lotteries could run. He 
pumped all he could out of me about Leonard, 
und told me I must make these charges 
against Leonard and get ridof him. Bruner 
came to me and told me the same thing, They 
said Iwould only have to go to the Four 
Courts and swear to the information and they 
would attend tothe rest. Scully also told me 
that it wasall on account of Leonard and 
the Post-DISPATCH that the police were after 
the lottery men, and that as soon as this 
thing blew over, which would be in a month 
or s, we could all go ahead again and sell 
tickets. 

DON’T WANT TO BREAK UP LOTTERY. 

„„The police, Scully said, did not want to 
break up lottery, but merely wanted to make 
a little money out ot it. I went up with him 
and got wut the warrant, and afterward, when 
I told Mr. Fauntleroy, my lawyer, what I had 
done, he said 1 was a fool, and that I had 
been made a tool of. He told me not to prose- 
‘ute the case, but to explain to the court that 
the charges had been instigated by Officer 
Scully. 

„Lou say, Mr. Drezler, the reporter 
asked, that Officer Scully told you the 
police did not wantto break up lottery, but 
only to maske some money out of it, and as 
oon as this Post- DISPATCH crusade biew over 
you could sell tickets the same as usual?“ 

‘**Yes. he and Officer Dannaher even came 
to me in the holdover after I had been ar- 
rested for selling tickets and said: ‘Never 
mind; this will be ali right, Drexler. The po- 
lice are not going to break up lottery, but just 
want to make alittle money out of it, and you 

sell all the tickets you want.’ 
of them told me this 
once after my release Dan- 
naher came to me and told me I was a fool to 
stop selling tickets; that I could go ahead and 
sell all I wanted. I have witnesses to the 
statements made to me in my store here by 
Scully. He hangs around Bruner and the 
police don’t bother Bruner’s lottery offices, 
although he sells more tickets than anybody. 
The whole thing ile a scheme of Bruner and 
Scully to drive me out of the businese. Iam 
afraid, though, that they will do — 12 — 
to me now because Idid not do as they wante 
me in the Leonard cases. 
STATEMENTS OF OTHERS. 

There was present at the time a little hunch 
back who has a bootvlack stand in the rear o 
Drexier’s cigarstore. This bootblack stated 
that he was seated behind the stove during 
one of Officer Scully’s conversations with the 
cigar dealer, and heard the policeman make 
the statements Drexier ascribes to him in ref- 
erence to lottery and the position of the po- 
lice in the matter. 

George Leonard, after his acquittal yester- 
day, remarked to a reporter: Drexler claims 
to me that Herman Brunertold him that he 
had paid Scully $200 to dothis job, and that if 
Drexier would only stick to it they had me 
dead to rights, as Scully would do hie part. 

Despite the statements made by Drexler and 
1 in the press, in which he charged 

cully with conspiracy with lottery men to 
put out ol the way the enemies of lottery so 
the game could run, and also accused Scully 

stating that the police depart- 
only wanted to make money 
of lottery and had no 
intention in breaking itupthere was never 
the slightest investigation made of either 
Scully or his partner Danaher, whom Drexter 
also implicates in making statements refiect- 
ing on the department.Th® police department 
has pursued a new course in the matter which 
to an outsider seems inexplicable. There was 
never acharge made against either officer on 
which to bring him beforethe board for in- 
vestigation. Both men were permitted to 
40 on performing police duty as if 
nothing had ever occurred to cast 
the slightest suspicion against thelr names. 
If these officers were guilty of what Drexler 
charged they should have been tried and dis- 
missed the deparment. If innocent they were 
entitled to an investigation to clear their 
names of any suspicion which Drexier’s state- 
ments made in an open court ght create in 
the minds of the public. V they have 
strange ways at the Four Courts. 
DANAHER’S STATEME 

At the time 6 his statement, 
Officer Danaher was imterviewed on the sub- 
ject. He was asked. 

„Did you or your partner, Mr. Scully, in- 
duce Drexler to institute proceedings agains 
Leonard?“ 

„No, sir, we did not. We never spoke to 
Drexler about prosecuting Leonard until after 
he had sworn out warrants against him. 

„„How did you learn that these warrants 
were out?’’ 

„we were notified that we would be needed 
as witnesses.’’ 

„Hut what did you know about the cases? 
You bad never “yy Leonard sell Drexier any 
tickets, had u?’ 

No, but we heard what Drexler sald when 
he was swearing out the warrants. Then, too, 
we knew about Drexler getting ar officer in 
the Tbird District to go with him to bis place 
of business in ofder thathe might conceal 
bimself and witness the sale of tickets, Leon - 
ard being expected to make another sale that 
da * 


A hut I thought you sald you did not know 
anything abent the cases until you were notti 
fled that you were wanted as witnesses.’’ 

„Well, I meant that we did not have any- 
thing todo with inducing Drexler toswear 
outthose warrants. We can prove that by 
Capt. Wm. Young of the Central District an 
by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Bernard 
Dierkes. 

What do they know about it?“ 

„Why. before we ever spoke to Drexler 
about Leonard he went to Capt. Young and 
told uim that he wanted to prosecute Leon- 
ard. Then he went to Mr. Dierkes and made 
the same statoment.’’ 

How do you know when he spoke to Capt. 
Young and Mr. Dierkes about !t?’’

Assistant Prosecuting amen i Dierkes said 
he asked Drexler very positively whether he 
had been influenced by fear or spite to insti- 
tute the proceedings. He said Drexler stated 
he was doing it on his own account,

The Windy City Determined to Win or Kill 
the World's Fair scheme— Maj. Weigel's 
Indorsement for Census Supervisor— The 
Dressed Beef Industry Investigation — 
Washington News.’ F

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—What will be 
done to-morrow.in the House on the World’s 
Fuir question is just now a subject of specu- 
lation. The want of whatis called enthus!l- 
asm on the part of the New York Legislature 
has surprisedsome of her members of Con- 
gress. Congressman Turner, the ice 
man, said tbat he had word 
thet the $10,000,000 proposition would 
succeed. He based his statement upon word 
received from some of the State Senators. 
Congressman Cannon of Illinois has given 
out that there is no hurry in the matter, 
put it is likely, and it is anticipated, 
that his Chicago friends will evince a great 
dealof hurry to-morrow. It fa believed by 
the St. Loulsans that there will bea full at- 
tendance of Republican members and that 
the Windy City’’ will do all in her power to 
bring out a vote on the site question at as 
early an hour as possible. The Chicago 
people will not walt if prepared to vote, and 
she bas intimated her readiness at any time. 
If, as St. Louis believes, the former will ina 
test just show that she has votes enough notto 
succeed, then that strength will be applied to 
such tactics as will defeat any other city. The 
cry of the Chicagoitesa is ‘‘Chicago or bust. 
Hon. John J. O'Neill said that he had nothing 
to trade on; that St. Louis was just now where 
nothing more could be done; not a single St. 
Louls vote can be got for an eiection 
case in lleu of one for the fair. The Repub- 
licans say they propose to stand by the 
party in the election contests. The dispatches 
heretofore published placing a shadow over 
St. Louls’ prospects are not at all ex- 
aggerated.

The Dressed Beef Industry. 


WasHInGTron, D. C., Jan. 28.—The Vest 
Committee engaged in investigating questions 
relating to the dressed beef industry,resumed 
ite sessions this morning and examined a 


number of railroad men. John B. Dutcher, 
General Live Stock Agent of the New York 
Central Railroad, testified that the Central 
used a stock car ot its own and did not 
use palace cattle cars. The company had 
made experimefits with the palace cars, and 
from the reports of shippers he did not be- 
lieve there was any less shrinkage in cattle 
from the use of the palace cars than where 
ordinary cars were used. On the contrary, 
when shipped in the patented cars the cattle 
were more bruised and damaged than when 
shipped in the ordinary way. The New York 
Central at the very Deginning refused to pay 
mileage on cattle cars and bad never made it 
u practice. An exception was made, how- 
ever, Inthe case of curs containing horses, 
% of a cent per mile each way being 
allowed. On dressed beef refrigera- 
tor cars the company also allowed 
% cents a mile; the rate having been cut 
down from 1 cent. When the Trunk Lines 
Association agreed not to puy mileage any 
longer on palace cattie cars, the railroads 
were still allowed to pay mileage on dressed 
beef cars. 

Senator Vest: ‘‘Thenas between the live 
cattle and the dressed beef, you refuse to pay 
mileage on the cars containing live cattie, but 
continue it as to the dressed beef. Now is 
not that simply a rebate to the dressed beet 
men?’’ 

Witness: No, sir; I don't think it isare- 
bate, but over and above what the refrigerator 
car is worth it isa shght discrimination in fa- 
vor of the dressed beef men. 

Senator Fest: Then on a refrigerator car, 
which is héavier than à cattle car and harder 
for your road to curry, and involving more 
wear and tei. you pay & cent mileage?’’

Second Vice-President of 
the New York Central, testified that the indi- 
cations were that the Grand Trunk Railroad 
was continuing to pay mileage on private 
cars, notwithstanding the Trunk Line agree- 
ment, but that the Grand Trunk strenu- 
ously denied the charges. In explasation 
of the fact that mileage was stil paid 
on dressed beef cars, the witness, stated that 
the dressed beef busisess started years ago, 
and. the shippers bullt their own cars. The 
railroads had not much confidence in the in- 
dustry and therefore never bullt 
cars of their own, o that when 
the business became a large one, 
the companies had no cars. The raiiroad had 
cattle cars, however, before cattle owners be- 
gan shipping in their own cars, so that they 
were able to transport all cattle offered. Wit- 
ness, in reply to Senator Vest, said that the 
dressed beef men were compelled to ship over 
trunk line roads. He was thon asked why they 
allowed the dressed been men % cent per mile 
on the cars when the roads would 
get the business anyway. In answer 
to this last question Mr. Hayden said 
that it was very difficult to get the 
roads inthe association to work in harmony 
except to a limited extent. The railroads 
have a selfish interest—that of making money 
—but that makes it very hard to get them to 
agree on anything and still harder to keep 
them to it when it clasbes with their interest.

OFFICER SCULLY’S CASE. 

The case of GOR S. Leonakp,charged 
with selling lottery tickets, which .was 
dismissed in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection ‘yesterday, has brought to light 
astounding circumstances in connection 
‘with the lottery business in this city. 

The charge against LEONARD was 
brought by EpwakD A. DREXLER, a well- 
known lottery ticket dealer, upon whose 
information the former was arrested. 
DREXLER made affidavit that he had pur- 
chased lottery tickets of Lreonwarp. At 
the time the arrest was made the PostT- 
DisPATCH discovered suspicious incidents 
which reflected upon Officer ScuLLy. 
DREXLER stated to a Posr-Disraron re- 
porter that LEONARD was paid by this 
paper to furnish information concern- 
ing violations of the lottery law and un- 
less he was suppressed and the Post-Dis- 
PATCH hushed up the lottery business in 
St. Louis was doomed. 

DREXLER afterwards wanted to with- 
draw his charge and let the case drop, 
asserting that he had not brought the 
charges on his own motion, but had been 
prompted to do so by Officer ScuULLY. 
Yesterday in open court he partially re- 
peated this statement under oath, deny- 
ing that he purchased lottery tickets of 
LEONARD and declaring that SCULLY had 
induced him to bring the charges. The 
case was therefore dismissed. SCULLY, 
when questioned about this statement, 
refused to talk because he said he had 
orders from his superiors to keep his 
mouth shut. Chief HugEBLeR and Capt. 
YounG of the Central District declare on 
the other hand that they have given no 
such orders to Officer ScULLY, and that he 
is at liberty to say what he pleases about 
the case. 

This is the situation: DREXLER has per- 
jured himself or Officer. ScuLLy has acted 
as the disreputable agent of the lottery 
dealers, and hasdone their dirty work. 
Instead of honestly prosecuting active 
lottery venders he has attempted to per- 
secute and bulldoze anex-lottery vender 
who is suspected of giving information 
concerning lottery law violations. Again, 
ScuLly has lied about the order he says 
he received from his superiors or Chief 
HvUEBLER and Capt. YOUNG have lied in 
denying that they gave such orders. 

DREXLER must be proved guilty of per- 
jury in order to clear Officer Scutry of 
the charge of disgracing his position by 
performing villainous work in the inter- 
est of law-breakers. If DREXLER is not 
proved guilty of perjury, the police au- 
thorities can only vindicate themselves by 
dismissing SCULLY.

A QUESTION OF FACT.

THE SNOW BLOCKADE, 


Pleasant Weather Does Not Materially Im- 
prove the Situation, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 28.—Typical Call- 
fornia weather prevailed throughout the State 
yesterday, the sun shining brightly with clear 
skies, but the situation has not mate- 
rially improved in the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, where the Central Pacific Co. 
is working to open its line. The track 
is now open from San Francisco to 


Reno, Nev., with the exception of two miles 
neur Cascade in the Sierras, where the snow is 
drifted to the depth of thirty to fifty feet. The 
rotary snow plow plunged int» adrift, and 
was completely lost in the snow. In addition 
to the railway operatives there were six Sac- 
ramentoand San Francisco newspaper men 
on the huge machine, and it required 200 shov- 
ellers two hours to rescue them. 
The rotary plow was released, and is 
again at work, but makin slow head- 
way. Between Truckee and Summit there is 
a stretch of road covered with ice which has 
to be cleared out with pick and shovel, but 
the company expects to finish this work by 
to-nightand enable the overland trains at 
Reno and Truckee to come through. The 
Santa Fe road is the only line operating 
tothe East and is running trains on time. 
Thirteen days’ Eastern mail is in the 
mountainsor at Reno, causing great incon- 
venience and loss to business men. On 
the Oregon division Supt. Pratt, with 
300 men, is still fighting snow. It will take 
three or sour days toopen the track with the 
most favorable circumstances. It snowed 
last night, and the condition of weather is 
favorable to more snow. The high water in 
— northern part ot the State is fast subsid- 
ng.

MIDLAND INSURANCE CASE, 


It Will Come Up in Kansas City To-Morrow 
for Final Settlement. 


To-morrow is the day forthe hearing of the 
Midland Iusurance Co. case in the Circult 
Court at Kansas City, The proceedings 
against the company were instituted by 
Messrs. Hereford & Hicks, attorneys for In- 
surance Commissioner Ellerbe, and are for an 
injunction restraining the company from con- 
tinulng to do business, and also for a disso- 


lution of the rotten concern. The case has 
been continued once by the prosecution in 
order to afford the Board of Directors 
of the Midland Co. plenty of 
time to arrange for n settlement, 
but to-morrow it will come up for its final dis- 
pos Klon. If the company le ready to make a 
settlement with its creditors, the Insurance 
Devartment will not ask for a forfeiture of the 
charter, but will be content with the grantal 
ofan injunction to restrain them from doing 
any further business under the license 
granted them by the department. In case that 
the company,d6es not present to the Court to- 
morrow an agreement to settle there will 
then be a great amount of litigation begun by 
the Insurance Department in order to protect 
the policy holders of the insolvent concern. 
Every stockholder of the company will be 
considered liable for the company’s indebt- 
edness, and will be sued by the insurance 
superiAtendent’s attorneys. 
WILL PROBABLY SETTLE. 

There ts a strong probability that the direct- 
ors of the company will agree to make good 
thelr outstanding obligations, amounting in 
all to about $15,000,as they are badly scared by 
the developments of the Insurance Depart- 
ment’s investigation. The investigation, as 
has been published in the Post-DIsrPaTcr, has 
shown thatthe company never had over half 
if that much, of its capital stock paia up, an 
that the affidavits of its officers, ex-Gov, Thos. 
T. Crittendden and W. 8. Warden, affirmin 
that all the stock had been subscribe 
and the money for it actually 
in were consequently false. The law provides 
severe punishments for those who deceive the 
Insurance Department by false certificates, 
and ex-Gov. Crittenden and on are 
said to have laid themselves liable to criminal 
prosecution. Such 1 however, 
does not rest with the Insurance Department. 
It is incumbent upon the State authoritles. It 
is reported that the next Grand-jury in Jack- 
son County will consider the certificates filled 
in the Midland case.

age. Therefore, her retentive faculties being 
good and her vocal organs sound, it seems 
almost incredible that she should be unable to 
at least partiy acquire the language of her 
parents, always spoken in herhearing. The 
only means of communication between Min- 
nie, her parents and others is Ler sister Eliza- 
beth, who seemingly understunds the mean 
ing of every word in 

THE CHILD’S STRANGE VOCABULARY. 

The reason of this is probably that there 
exists between the two girls a friendship 
which ts as uncommon and pecullar as the 
language one of them speaks. They eat, 
play and sleep together almost like one be- 
ing. The only time they are apart is during 
the time the older spends at school. and it 
took a long while to get them used to this 
short separation, and especialiy Minnie, who 
even now cries often and Is always silent and 
downcast while ber sister is away. Taking 
allthis into consideration one would think 
that ilittle Minnie, by this time, 
had imparted to her sister the 
ability to talk as well as understand her 


mee ag language. Butthisisnot the case. 
hough able to grespthe meaning of each 
word uttered by her at once and translate it 
into English or Germaar, she cannot speak 
more than a dozen of them. Minnie can pro- 
nounce all the letters of the English alphabet 
exceptF K Q W as well as. could be de; 
sired. The letter F she pronounces ‘‘fo,’’, 
‘*keab,’’ which is the German pronunciation; 

she cannot sound atall, and the letter W 
she speaks like ‘*wah.’’ The childis very 
shy in the presence of strangers, especial- 
ly when one seems to have come to 
examine into ber ease, and it required a great 
deal of coaxing from her mother before 
she would consent to read the alphabet. A 
transiation of some of the worse and sen- 
tences used by Minnie to convey ber thoughts 
wae afterward procured from her sister and is 
given below.

Miss Ph@be Cousins, who has been ap- 
pointed a special agent of the eleventh census 
to report on the recorded indebtedness of St.

DR. H. K @PENCER BUYS NEAR THE con- 
NER OF ELEVENTH AT $500 A FOOT. 


He Rejects an Offer of 6 Per Cent on Twice 
That Value for a Ninety-nine-Year 
Lease of the Premises—The Mullanphy 
Emigrant Relief Beard Sells a Block of 
Ground 


PTECE of Pine street 
business property 
was sold to-day by 
the firm of Rutledge 
& Kilpatrick for 28. - 
000. The premises 
belonged to Mr. Wm. 
Norris. They are sit- 
usted on the north 
side of the street, 
seventy feet west of 
Eleventh, and em- 
brace the old two- 
story dwellings numbered 1109 and 1111 Pine 
stroot, with a frontage of fifty feet by a depth 
of 100 to a twenty-foot alley. The purchaser 
ie Dr. . N. Spencer, who paid $600 a foot for 
the ground, the oid buildings bemg consid- 
ered practically of no value, Dr. Spencer 
owns the premises fronting 70 feet at the cur- 
ner, and he bought the 50 feet adjoining on 
the west to strengthen his position. The ac- 
quisition of this additional 50 feet gives Dr. 
Spencer a corner of 120 feet front. This is the 
largest corner piece held by a single owner on 
Pine east of Twelfth, with the exception of 
that at the southeast corner of Tenth, 125x109 
feet, owned by Mr. Cuarles G. Stitfel, who 
Paid $68,750 for that site in March, 1888. 

The seventy feet at the cornor of Eleventh 
where the livery stable now is was the edifice 
in which the Grand Avenue Presbyserian 
Church congregation formerly worshipped. 
The building was really a fine temple for 
divine service in its day but the march of 
progress, regardless of the sacred history of 
the place, has changed it first into a furniture 
Warehouse and from that into a stable 
for horses. When the new structure on 
Grand avenue was bullt the congregation 
needed money to clear it ot debt and to meet 
the demand the old property was offered for 
sale. That was more than five years ago. 
There were no offers for the property. No 
one seemed to want it at any price. Dr. 
Spencer was one of the deacons in the church 
and to relieve it from financial embarrassment 
he stepped into the breach and bought the old 
place for $30,000, thatis less than $429 a foot 


for the premises, building and all, which has 
since been made to pay a Very good rental, 

Very shortly after the paras though, 18 
was generally conceded that Dr. Spencer had 
done the correct thing from a business stand- 
point. Now the deed to his additional pur- 
chase has not yet been delivered to him, 
but, notwithstanding that, Mr. Rutledge 
says he has already been offered 6 per 
centon a valuation of $100,000 for a ninety- 
nine year lease ofthe entire premises, but 
is not inclined to consider a proposition for so 
long a lease at a valuation of less than 
$150, 000. 

A MULLANPHY BOARD SALE. 

The Mullanpuy Relief Board sold a block of 
ground for $7,012. It is the aquare bounded 
by Cherokee, Utah, Oregon and Nebraska 
avenues, immediately west of the block of the 
same dimensions, 600x600 feot, for which Mr. 
John Scullin in November last paid 
the board $14,465.

Itis without doabt one of the most broken 
blocks inthe city. Less than 300 feet of it lays 
at grade, and there are several holes in it, two 
or three of them deep enough to bury a tiree- 
story house out of sight. 
these drawbacks, the purchase, 
low price, is looked upon 
investment, for the whole place will be filled 
up, and then it will be in demand for buliding 
sites, as that section ofthe city is Improving 
rapidly with the prospect of Mr. Sullin’s 
electric railway, which is soon to be In opera 
tion, affording tbat territory the means of 
rapid” communication with the business 
center which it so much needa, 

The advantage this road will be to the sec- 
tion has stimulated a good deal of speculation 
in property adjacent to the line. It was 80 
receut as October last that the Hammett-An- 
derson-Wade Keal Estate Co. invested $54,000 
in ten acres of ground on California and Ore- 
gonavenucs. The property is known as the 
Alexander place, one of the most sightly 
localities in that partof the city The pres- 
ent 8 owners bought this prop- 
erty to sell in small parcels, and they will 
make it the scene of their firstepring auc- 
tion.

was added to the disinclination of a large 
number of the supporters of St. Louis and 
New York to allow politics to be injected into 
the contest, andtheir recognition of the fact 
that the only way to accomplish this end was 
to postpone the consideration of the World’s 
Fair location until all pressing political ques- 
tions had been decided. Hence the anxiety 
of the Chicago men to secure immediate con- 
sideration of the matter, and the desire in 
other quarters to postponea decision for the 
present. At a megting of the Executive 
committee held last night telegrams from 
Washington were read stating that in all prob- 
ability the contested election cases would 
come up within a day or two; that unless Chi- 
cago consented to this that it would lose a 
large percentage ot its strength, and that 
recognizing the impossibility of carrying out 
their original plan, that the Chicago advocates 
had agreed to a postponement. This will leave 
a fair field and no favor, and under these cir- 
cumstances it is believed that the chances 
for St. Louis are better than those of any of 
its rivais. The members of the Executive 
Committee are greatly encouraged at recent 
developments. .
